Respondent failed to have structurally sound housing facilities 
maintained in good repair to protect the animals from injury. The wire 
fencing attached to the bottom of the pipe support of the goat enclosure 
was detached with broken sharp ends protruding into the enclosure. 

The tin sheeting on the front edge of the buffalo shelter was ripped with 
protruding sharp edges. The wood panel on the front of the entrance to 
the Russian pig shelter was significantly worn and damaged with 
several exposed nail heads. 
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
